it until it is scattered and dissolved in tlio 
ensuing sprinf^, in about Lat. 4.'!° N., or 
about 200 miles south of Ncwfoimdlaiul.

barrier against the inroads of tho ocean ;

jnenta around, remain serene and unbroken. 
Here are the chosen transitory abodes of 
millions of .seals,— hero those animals en- 
joy months of peace ami so^'urity, to l}ring 
forth and nurture tlioir yomi;:;. S;ip1i 
Holds collect on the coast of Newibundlaud, 
and, as it wore, olfer to tho inhabitants the 
treasures thoy bring. The island is peri- 
odically surrounded by thoni for many
